OXYRHACHISINAE 
Genus Gongroneura Jacobi (1910). 
This genus was erected by Buckton in 1903, under the name of Pedalion. 
Gongroneura insularis sp.n. (Figs. 1, 2, 3) 


This new species from Zanzibar differs from all other known species 

of the genus Gongroneura in the absence of suprahumeral horns, which are 
reduced to carina. General colour brownish, more or less densely 
matted with sordid white pilosity. 
Female. Head wider than long; vertex a little wider than long, sub- 
quadrate, dark brown with the upper margin almost black, more or 
less densely covered with adpressed thick white hairs, upper margin 
strongly arcuate and a little sinuate, slightly swollen above each 
ocellus, lower margin at first almost vertical and produced as a small 
outwardly and frontally directed tooth, then inwardly curved and 
downwardly directed, then abruptly horizontal to join the clypeus, the 
whole of this lower maigin from the tooth to the clypeus pale 
ochraceous; eyes moderately large and a little oblique from the lateral 
aspect, brownish ochraceous; ocelli pale amber coloured, conspicuous; 
a little raised, about as far from each other as from the eyes and 
situated above the centro-ocular line; clypeus longer than wide but 
scarcely extending below the lower margins of the vertex, tip truncate 
and a little concave and somewhat longely pilose; rostrum with basal 
joints densely whitely tomentose and reaching almost to the base of 
the posterior coxae. 


. Thorax. Pronotum gibbous, brown and more or less densely covered 
with adpressed sordid white hairs; metopidium twice as wide as high 
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with irregular reddish-brown bare supra-ocular callosities; supra- 
humeral horns reduced to carina which are a little outwardly curved 
and more or less parallel to the median carina; disc deeply punctate 
with an irregular V-shaped black marking from the frontal ends of 
the carina to the middle of the disc; posterior process completely 
covering the vestigial scutellum, rising in a subconical swelling at 
the middle then sloping downwards and dorso-ventrally compressed, 
then rising in a strong laterally compressed and deeply punctate keel 
which is blunt at the tip and reaches very slightly beyond the 
extremity of the abdomen but not as far as the apices of the tegmina, 
tricarinate, median carina strongly percurrent; humeral angles blunt; 
tegmina about three times as long as wide, clear hyaline, ochraceously 
coriaceous and deeply punctate at base, veins strong ocraceous-brown, 
a dark fascia at the anal angle and a darkening of the veins at the 
base of the second apical cell and marginally on each side of the 
fourth apical cell, with five apical and three subapical cells, apical 
limbus broad; hind wings with four apical cells; sides of thorax more 
or less densely pubescent with short sordid-white hairs, lateral margins 
of pronotum and mesonotum produced in a rounded ocraceous tooth, 
that of the pronotum being directed downwards and backwards, that 
of the mesonotum downwards; legs ocraceous, basal joints darker, 
tibiae compressed. 


Length 6.75 mm.; width at humeral angles 2.7 mm., at eyes 2.2 mm. 
Male. Similar to the female and only slightly smaller. 
Length 6.1 mm.; width at humeral angles 2.55 mm., at eyes 2.0 mm, 


Holotype 9, allotype g, 7 9 and 4 d paratypes. Four specimens 
are labelled “Brunner Zanzibar” and the remainder “Brunn Zanzibar 
1879". Holotype and allotype, 4 @ and 2 o paratypes in Natur- 
historisches Museum, Wien; 2 g and 3 @ paratypes in my collection. 


CENTROTINZE 


Centrotusoides wealei Distant (1916) (Figs. 4, 5, 6) 


This species was not figured by Distant and it seems desirable 
to rectify this omission and also to present a redescription which will 
give a better conception of the species. 


Female. Head wider than long, chestnut brown, sculptured, finely 
punctate and shortly somewhat sparsely whitely pilose; vertex sub- 
quadrate, upper margin arcuate and a little sinuate, lower margins 
downwardly sloping and more or less straight; eyes large, sordid 
ochraceous mottled with fuscous; ocelli large ochraceous, about as 
far from each other as from the eyes and situated about on the 
centro-ocular line; clypeus longer than broad, narrowly acutely lobate 
at base, expanded and suddenly truncate at tip; rostrum about. 
reaching posterior coxae; antennae ochraceous..

Thorax. Pronotum ochraceous-brown, sculptured, finely punctate, 
shortly finely whitely pilose; metopidium almost vertical, wider than 
high, with a dark brown fascia running from the fronto-dorsal base 
of the suprahumeral horns towards the cephalic margin, with several 
bare supra-ocular callosities; suprahumeral horns broad, sculptured, 
extending outwards, upwards and slightly forwards, somewhat longer 
than the distance between their bases, laterally carinate with a medial 
carina below, frontally strongly rounded to the subacute apex, then 
somewhat subtruncate and broadly rounded along the posterior margin 
to the base; posterior process robust, a little raised above the scutellum, 
somewhat ventrally ampliate at middle and impinging on apex of 
scutellum, then acuminate to the tip which reaches a little beyond the 
inner angle of the tegmina, with a very weak lateral carina; median 
carina strongly percurrent; humeral angles ochraceous, prominent and 
blunt; tegmina somewhat cloudy hyaline, about three times as long 
as wide, basally ochraceously coriaceous, punctate and very shortly 
pilose, veins ochraceous-brown, with five apical, three subapical and 
two sub-basal cells, apical limbus rather narrow; hind wings with 
four apical cells; sides of thorax ochraceous-brown and lightly, whitely, 
rather sparsely tomentose, with two well-developed meso-pleural teeth, 
the upper situated just below the articulation of the tegmina and 
pointing directly forwards, the lower directed upwards towards the 
eye; legs simple, ochraceous-brown, basal joints darker brown and 
lightly whitely tomentose. 


Scutellum a little wider than long, ochraceous-brown, sparsely whitely 
tomentose, apex rather deeply emarginate but not upturned. 


Abdomen ochraceous-brown and lightly whitely tomentose below 


Length 6.5 mm.; width across suprahumeral horns 4.2 mm., at humeral 
angles 3.3 mm., at eyes 2.75 mm. 

This description was prepared from a female specimen collected 
by Dr. H. Brauns at Port Elizabeth (undated) and is in the collection 
of the Naturhist. Mus., Wien. 
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PLATYBELINZE 


Leprechaunus cornutus sp.n. (Figs. 23, 24, 25) 


Differing from the only other known species of this genus L. cristatus 
Capener (1950) in the presence of short suprahumeral horns, and in 
the rather more slender posterior process which lacks the dark crest. 


Female. Head twice as wide as long; vertex subquadrate, dark 
chestnut brown, punctate, sculptured, very finely palely pilose, upper 
margin arcuate and sinuous, lower margin a little downwardly sloping 
and convex; eyes large, prominent, sordid ochraceous; ocelli con- 
spicuous, about as far from each other as from the eyes and situated a 
little above the centro-ocular line; antennae ochraceous, about as long 
as the distance between the ocelli; clypeus longer than wide, longly 
lobate on each side, tip rounded; rostrum reaching to base of posterior 
coxae; postgenae sometimes whitely tomentose. 


Thorax. Pronotum dark chestnut brown, finely punctate, more deeply 
punctate on the posterior process, shortly palely pilose; metopidium 
convex, cephalic margin marginate, several small bare supra-ocular 
callosities ; suprahumeral horns short almost horizontal, dorso-ventrally 
flattened, frontally rounded, apices subacute and slightly deflexed, 
marginally carinate, somewhat variable in length but not extending 
outwards beyond the humeral angles; posterior process rising from the 
posterior margin of the prothorax in a rather narrow stem, dilating 
dorso-ventrally and impinging on the apex of the scutellum, tricarinate, 
triangular in section, acuminate and sinuate to apex which extends as 
far as the margin of the fourth apical cell of the tegmina; a pale 
tomentose streak runs from the basal angles of the scutellum to 
posterior margin of the suprahumeral horns; humeral angles prominent 
and blunt; tegmina subhyaline, about twice as long as wide, basally 
coriaceous, punctate and shortly finely pilose, pterostigma large and 
coriaceous, veins pale, a dark fascia from the anal angle to the base of 
the fourth apical cell, another paler fascia from the pterostigma to the 
discal area and a dark macula on the anal margin between the first 
and second anal veins, five apical and three subapical cells; wings with 
three apical cells; legs with basal joints dark brown, tarsi and tibiae 
castaneous, posterior tarsi with basal joint at least twice as long as 
second joint. 


Scutellum a little wider than long, punctate and weakly pilose, basal 
angles and lateral margins whitely tomentose, tip emarginate and a 
little upturned. 

Abdomen brown above with a whitish bloom except on genital segments, 
sparsely punctate; below finely pubescent, sparsely shortly pilose on 
genital segments. 

Length 4.0 to 4.3 mm.; width across tips of suprahumeral horns 1.4 
to 1.9 mm., at humeral angles 1.9 to 2.0 mm., at eyes 1.6 to 1.75 mm. 
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Male differing from the female in its slightly smaller size, the 
darker vertex, the rather longer clypeus, the longer rostrum which 
reaches to the second abdominal segment, and the almost complete 
absence of dark fasciae and maculae on the tegmina. 

Length 3.35 mm., width across tips of suprahumeral horns 1.3 mm., 
at humeral angles 1.55 mm., at eyes 1.4 mm. 


Holotype 9, allotype g, 3 Q and 1 o& paratypes, all specimens 
taken on Ukerewe Island, Lake Victoria, Tanganyika, by Father 
Conrads in September and October except one @ collected by Mr. 
A. P. G. Michelmore at Ibanda, Ankole, Uganda, 27th April, 1947. This 
specimen was taken on coffee (Coffea arabica).* Holotype and allotype 
and 1 ¢ paratype in the Coryndon Museum, one g and one Ẹ paratype 
in my collection and one Ẹ paratype in the collection of the Dept. of 
Ent. at Kawanda, Uganda. 


Tricoceps canus sp.n. (Figs. 11, 12, 13) 


Nearest to T. albescens (Funkhouser) (1935),** but differing in the 
slightly lower and shorter posterior process, the brownish subhyaline 
tegmina and the absence of white tomentosity immediately below the 
suprahumeral horns. 


Black with more or less dense whitish pilosity covering the head 
and pronotum giving it a greyish appearance, with dense white 
tomentosity covering the sides of the thorax and in patches on the 
pronotum; suprahumeral horns strong, slightly backwardly curved and 
about as long as the distance between their bases; posterior process 
robust and reaching just beyond the inner angles of the tegmina. 


Female. Head wider than long, black, sculptured, finely punctate, 
rather densely pilose with silvery hairs; vertex subquadrate, about 
twice as wide as long, upper margin arcuate and sinuate, lower margins 
downwardly sloping, almost straight and a little frontally upturned; 
eyes large, prominent, ochraceous finely mottled with black; ocelli large, 
pale amber, very slightly closer to each other than to the eyes and 
situated slightly above the centro-ocular line; clypeus longer than wide, 
declivous, sulcate on each side, tip rounded; rostrum reaching to 
posterior coxae; antennae pale ochraceous. 


Thorax. Pronotum black, finely punctate, more or less densely pilose 
with silvery hairs, very densely pilose with rather long white hairs on 
the metopidium round the supra-ocular callosities and from the basal 
angles of the scutellum to the bases of the suprahumeral horns; 


* To these must be added a further 2 paratype collected at Rutshuru, Belgian 
Congo, in February, 1938, by J. Ghesquiére, in the collection of the Musée du 
Congo Belge. 

** In describing his species albescens, Funkhouser placed it in the genus 
Leptocentrus, but the photograph of the type in the Comonwealth Institute 
Collection clearly shows that it should be placed in Tricoceps. 
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metopidium almost vertical, several bare black supra-ocular callosities ; 
suprahumeral horns about as long as the distance between their bases, 
directed almost horizontally outwards, slightly backwardly curved, 
apices acute, lateral margins carinate, dorsal surfaces weakly bi- 
carinate; posterior process robust, tricarinate, rising from the posterior 
half of the disc of the pronotum and slightly above it in a weak curve, 
then declining to and impinging on the inner angle of the tegmina and 
extending as far as the tip of the abdomen, apical third acuminate, tip 
sharp; humeral angles blunt and somewhat rounded; tegmina about 
two and a half times as long as wide, shining brownish-amber coloured. 
sub-hyaline, a little wrinkled, basally rather narrowly coriaceous and 
punctate, pterostigma elongate, veins shortly pilose with pale golden 
hairs, with five apical and two subapical cells, apical limbus wide; 
. sides of thorax densely whitely tomentose; legs dark brown with pale 
golden hairs, tarsi ochraceous. 


Scutellum about as wide as long, black, finely punctate, shortly 
pubescent with golden hairs, basal and lateral margins broadly densely 
tomentose, tip blunt but not emarginate. 


Abdomen black, whitely pilose belaw. 


Length 7 mm.; width at tips of suprahumeral horns 4.6 mm., at humeral 
angles 2.75 mm., at eyes 2.5 mm. 


Holotype ? from N.W. Tanganyika, R. Grauer, 1910, in Naturhist. 
Mus., Wien. 
Tricoceps imperialis sp.n. (Figs. 14, 15, 16) 

Nearest to T, guineensis Pelaez (1935) but larger, with the posterior 
process rising higher and not sinuate, and the suprahumeral horns not 


swollen above. Differing from T. albescens (Funkh.) (1935) in its larger 
size and higer posterior process. 


Black, finely punctate, shortly pilose with pale golden hairs, with 
dense sordid white tomentosity around the supraocular callosities and 
a broad sordid white tomentose wedge from the basal angles of the 
scutellum to the bases of the suprahumeral horns, posterior process 
rising high above the scutellum and extending a little beyond the inner 
angles of the tegmina. 

Female. Head broader than long, finely punctate, densely pilose 
with greyish hairs, sculptured; vertex subquadrate, upper margin a 
little arcuate, scarcely sinuate, lower margins downwardly sloping and

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inwardly curved to clypeus; eyes large, prominent, sordid ochraceous, 
a little oblique; ocelli large, pale amber, slightly raised, a little closer 
to the eyes than to each other and situated slightly above the centro- 
ocular line; clypeus longer than broad, declivous, narrowly sulcate on 
each side, tip rounded; rostrum reaching to posterior coxae; antennae 
brownish with basal joint ochraceous. 


Thorax. Pronotum dull black, finely punctate, shortly pilose with 
pale golden hairs; metopidium vertical with several bare shining _ 
supra-ocular callosities and adjacent to these an upwardly directed, 
broad, sordid-white tomentose streak; suprahumeral horns horizontal, 
a little longer than the distance between their bases, a little back- 
wardly curved, marginally carinate with a pair of short weak carinae 
from the apex on the dorsal surface; posterior process rising high 
above the disc of the pronotum, robust at base, not sharply elbowed, 
declining and acuminate to the inner angle of the tegmina which it 
just passes, reaching as far as the extremity of the abdomen, tricarinate ; 
median carina strongly percurrent; a broad sordid-white tomentose 
streak from the basal angles of the scutellum to the bases of the 
suprahumeral horns; humeral angles blunt; tegmina about three times 
as long as wide, vinous, subopaque and a little wrinkled, base obscurely 
coriaceous and punctate, veins pilose with short pale hairs, pterostigma 
elongate and coriaceous with pale hairs, with five apical and two 
subapical cells, apical limbus broad; hind wings with three apical cells; 
legs black with pale hairs, tarsi dull ochraceous. 


Scutellum about as broad as long, black, finely punctate with pale hairs, 
basal angles sordid-white tomentose, apex upturned and very narrowly 
marginate. 


Abdomen black and pilose with pale hairs. 


Length 7 mm.; width across suprahumeral horns 4.2 mm., at humeral 
angles 2.5 mm., at eyes 2.2 mm. 


Holotype @ and one @ paratype from Urgano at 15-1700 metres, 
Matengo-Hochland, WSW from Songea, Tanganyika Territory, 21-31. 
V. 1936, coll. H. Zerny. 


Holotype in Naturhist. Mus., Wien, paratype in my collection. 


FOLIATROTUS gen. nov. 


Large robust insects, nearest to Spalarises Dist., but differing in the 
shape and position of the suprahumeral horns, the shape of the 
posterior process and the number (2) of subapical cells of the tegmina. 


Head twice as wide as long, lower margins of vertex deeply 
concave, clypeus a little longer than wide, longitudinally deeply sulcate, 
tip rounded. Pronotum gibbous, suprahumeral horns displaced to 
posterior half of pronotum, contiguous with each other and with the 
anterior margin of the posterior process, broadly roundedly foliate, 
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vertically and inwardly contiguous; posterior process rising in a strong 
broad keel from just above the scutellum to high on the disc of the 
pronotum, narrowing rapidly posteriorly to an acuminate and slightly 
upturned process which extends to just beyond the inner angle of the 
tegmina, distant from the scutellum and tegmina for its entire length; 
tegmina with five apical and two subapical cells, pterostigma narrow 
and elongate; hind wings with three apical cells; legs simple, posterior 
tibiae finely spinose; scutellum fully exposed, triangular, a little wider 
than long, apex weakly bifid. 


Genotype elephas sp.n. 
Foliatrotus elephas sp.n. (Figs. 17, 18, 19) 


Large, robust, goldenly pilose, pronotal appendages rising high 
from the disc and basal half of the pronotum and bearing a fanciful 
resemblance to a profile view of an elephant’s head, hence the specific 
name. 


Male. Head about twice as wide as long, black, finely punctate, 
thickly pilose with golden hairs, sculptured; vertex subquadrate, upper 
margin a little arcuate and very slightly sinuate; lower margins 
downwardly sloping and strongly sinuate with lower extremity a little 
upturned; eyes prominent, large and castaneous; ocelli pale amber, 
about as far from each other as from the eyes and situated about on 
the centro-ocular line; clypeus a little longer than wide, rounded, 
longitudinally strongly sulcate on each side, extending for about two- 
thirds its length below lower margins of vertex; rostrum extending to 
base of posterior coxae, basal joint greyishly pilose; antennae brown. 


Thorax. Pronotum black, finely punctate, thickly pilose with golden 
hairs; metopidium wider than high, gibbous, weakly centrally carinate, 
several bare irregular callosities above the eyes; suprahumeral horns 
displaced to the posterior part of the disc of the pronotum, rising 
vertically in broad roundedly foliaceous processes, contiguous on their 
inner surfaces, marginally carinate, partly concealing the anterior 
margin of the posterior process, lateral surfaces medially carinate from 
apex to base; posterior process rising high from the posterior part of 
the pronotum in a strong upright keel, extending from the disc of the 
pronotum to a little above the scutellum, sharply declivous above 
scutellum and continued in an acuminate rather slender process to just 
beyond the inner angles of the tegmina, strongly centrally carinate, 
apical portion tectiform and tricarinate, slightly upturned, not impinging 
on scutellum or tegmina; humeral angles prominent and blunt; tegmina 
about three times as long as wide, pale amber hyaline with a darker 
suffusion on apical cells two to four, basal fourth coriaceous, dark brown 
with golden pilosity, veins strong and well developed, shortly, sparsely, 
goldenly pilose, pterostigma narrow and elongate, fiye apical and two 
subapical cells, limbus moderately broad; hindwings with three apical 
‚cells; sides of thorax thickly pubescent with golden hairs; legs simple, 
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coxae black with whitish pubescence, femora dark brown and more 
sparsely pubescent, anterior tibiae and tarsi dark brown, intermediate 
tibiae shading to castaneous, posterior tibiae ochraceous-brown, finely 
spinose with stronger spines apically, tarsi ochraceous-brown, claws 
darker. 


Scutellum triangular, a little wider than long, black, finely punctate, 
goldenly pilose, apex weakly emarginate. 


Abdomen above greyish with sparse black puncturation, below thickly, 
greyishly pilose. 

Length 8.5 mm.; width at humeral angles 3.5 mm., at eyes 2.9 mm. 
Holotype g, in the collection of the Agric. Res. Stn., Kawanda, Uganda. 
Taken by Mr. A. P. G. Michelmore, 22:VII:48 on Mount Elgon at 6,000 ft., 
on coffee (Coffee arabica). 


Genus EUMONOCENTRUS Schmidt (1911) 


This genus was erected in 1911 by Schmidt to accommodate his species 
erectus from the French Congo. In 1913 Distant, presumably not knowing 
of Schmidt’s genus, erected the genus Beninia for the new species lamborni 
which closely resembles erectus and undoubtedly belongs to the same genus. 
In a previous paper (1952) I indicated as my opinion that Eumonocentrus 
was a synonym of Hybenda Dist. (1907), a view apparently shared by 
Funkhouser as he placed his species bifurca in this genus (1927), but 
corrected this in his last work (1952) Further consideration inclines me 
to the view that although Hybanda is very close to it, it is not synonomous 
with Eumonocentrus, and I now place the three species, bifurcus Funkh., 
erectus Schm., and lamborni Dist. in this genus, and to these I add 
Eumonocentrus seydeli sp. n. (Figs. 7, 8,.9, 10). 


Differing from all the other species of the genus in the posterior 
process which is acuminate and quite straight. General colour dark 
brown, with the upright process slender, expanding and becoming 
foliaceous at the apex, posterior process slender, acuminate and 
straight, reaching just beyond the tip of the abdomen but not to the 
apices of the tegmina which are amber coloured and subhyaline. 


Male. Head wider than long; vertex subquadrate, dark brown 
approaching black, lightly sculptured, finely punctate, sparingly 
pubescent with short golden hairs, centrally vertically faintly carinate, 
upper margin arcuate, lower margins rounded and oblique; eyes large, 
greyish-brown; ocelli rather large, amber coloured, prominent, about

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as far from each other as from the eyes and situated slightly above 
the centro-ocular line; clypeus about as long as wide, extending for 
about two-thirds its length below the lower margins of the vertex, tip 
rounded; rostrum dark brown, extending to base of posterior coxae. 


Thorax. Pronotum subconical, dark chocolate brown, finely punctate, 
very shortly pubescent with pale golden hairs; metopidium about as 
wide as high and sloping very slightly backwards; suprahumeral horns 
arising on the disc of the pronotum and produced as upright processes, 
internally flattened and contiguous throughout their length so that 
they appear as one upright process, external surfaces finely spinose 
except frontally, at apex produced into a rounded oblique foliaceous 
expansion the central portion of which is roughly granulate and 
deeply punctate, marginally strongly carinate on each side of the suture 
and extending frontally to the base of the process and posteriorly to 
the basal angle of the scutellum; posterior process arising just above 
the scutellum, long, slender, tectiform and straight, impinging on the 
inner margins of the tegmina and acuminate to the tip which is quite 
straight and not decurved as in the other members of this genus, 
and reaching as far as the extremity of the abdomen but not as far as 
the apices of the tegmina; median carina running to the bases of the 
suprahumeral horns and continued faintly down the metopidium; 
tegmina amber hyaline, about three times as long as wide, somewhat 
wrinkled, base narrowly opaque and punctate, pterostigma long and 
ovate, veins dark brown and clear but not prominent, a small clear 
hyaline patch at anal angle and adjacent a smoky cloud; apical limbus 
very narrow from pterostigma to apex, thence somewhat wider, five 
apical and two subapical cells; hind wings with three apical cells: legs 
with basal joints black, tibiae and tarsi ferruginous-brown, finely pilose, 
posterior tibiae strongly spined at apex and externally at base, weakly 
spined along margins, tarsal claws dark brown. 


Scutellum well exposed, a little longer than wide, finely punctate and 
pilose, tip emarginate. 

Abdomen ferruginous-brown above, deeply, sparsely punctate; below 
darker and greyishly pilose. 


Length from head to tips of tegmina 5.5 mm.; width across humeral 
angles 4 mm.; across eyes 3.6 mm. 


Holotype g from Elizabethville, Belgian Congo, Ist May, 1949, 
Ch. Seydel in my collection, I have pleasure in dedicating this species 
to Dr. Seydel who took it in his light trap. This fact is of special 
interest as there are so few records of membracids having been taken 
at light. Funkhouser records four species taken in light traps in the 
Cayuga Lake Basin (1917), but states that they have only been so 
taken in rare instances. As far as I am aware, this is the first record 
of such an occurrence in Africa. 
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Anchon ximenes sp.n. (Figs. 29, 30, 31, 32, 33) 


Nearest to 4. proximus (Signoret) (1860), and A. relatum Distant 
(1914), but differing chiefly in the shorter anterior projection of the 
posterior process and the clear hyaline tegmina. 


Female. Head a little more than twice as wide as long; vertex 
subquadrate, chestnut brown, finely punctate, lightly sculptured, more 
or less densely pilose with pale adpressed hairs, upper margin strongly 
arcuate, lower margins convex, downwardly sloping and a little sinuate; 
eyes usually dark brown, sometimes ochraceous hyaline with dark 
depths; ocelli pale amber, occasionally brown, slightly raised, closer to 
the eyes than to each other and situated above the centro-ocular line; 
clypeus about as wide as long, extending for about half its length below 
the lower margins of the vertex, not sulcate but with a vertical stripe 
bare of pilosity on each side, rostrum extending about to the base of 
the posterior coxae; antennae with basal joint ochraceous, flagellum 
brown; postgenae brown with pale pilosity. 


Thorax. Pronotum chestnut to dark brown (ochraceous in teneral 
specimens), finely punctate, very shortly pilose with adpressed golden 
hairs, with a narrow white tomentose streak from the basal angles of 
the scutellum to the base of the ventro-posterior suprahumeral carina; 
metopidium wider than high, vertical and convex with several bare 
supra-ocular callosities; suprahumeral horns long, extending upwards 
and outwards, rather ‘slender at base, gradually becoming foliate 
towards the acute tip, dorsal surface convex and somewhat granulate, © 
tricarinate with somewhat granulate lateral and ventro-posterior carina; 
posterior process rather robust at base rising at right angles to the 
white tomentose streak, then backwardly directed at right angles in a 
slightly sinuous almost straight tricarinate process, which extends 
slightly beyond the tip of the abdomen, at the anterior margin of the 
elbow there is usually a rounded forwardly directed short process but 
this is sometimes more or less obsolete: on each side of the base of 
the posterior process above the tomentose streak is a slight rounded 
swelling; median carina percurrent; humeral angles prominent and 
blunt; tegmina clear hyaline, more than twice as long as wide, base 
brown, coriaceous and punctate as is the elongate pterostigma, veins 
pale ochraceous to brown, a pale smoky fascia at the inner angle 
extending across the fifth apical cell, five apical and two sub-apical 
cells; hind wings with three apical cells; legs simple, brown. 


Scutellum brown, about as long as wide, punctate, shortly palely pilose, 
very narrowly tomentose at basal angles, apex slightly upturned and 
roundedly emarginate. 

Abdomen, terga greyish with deep puncturations; sterna brown and 
shortly pilose with whitish hairs. : 


Length from head to tips of tegmina 5.6 to 6.0 mm.; width across - 
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tips of suprahumeral horns 4.0 to 5.15 mm., at humeral angles 2.35 
to 2.45 mm., at eyes 2.0 to 2.1 mm. 


Male. Not differing in form from the female but smaller. 


Length from head to tips of tegmina 4.7 to 5.0 mm.; width across 
suprahumeral horns 3.25 to 3.8 mm., at humeral angles 1.85 to 2.0 
mm., at eyes 1.65 to 1.8 mm. 


Nymph: Last instar. Green, more or less densely pilose with pale 
hairs which arise from small conical tubercles on the elevated part of 
the pronotum. 


Head twice as wide as long; vertex pale green, more or less longly 
pilose with pale hairs which have weakly tuberculate bases, upper 
margin .strongly arcuate with a weak tubercle on each side of the 
median line; lower margins outwardly rounded below the eyes then 
horizontal and slightly convex to the clypeus; there is a weak median 
carina extending from the upper margin almost to the clypeus: eyes 
fawn coloured mottled with darker brown; ocelli obscure, somewhat 
sunken, green, closer to the eyes than to each other and situated 
slightly above the centro-ocular line; clypeus horizontal, scarcely 
visible from frontal aspect, about as long as wide, strongly convex and 
rounded at apex; rostrum extending to bases of posterior coxae, green 
with a dark brown median line; antennae ochraceous. 


Thorax. Pronotum green covered with pale hairs arising from small 
tubercles; metopidium vertical, frontally keeled, this keel apically 
rounded and produced in a short process over the mesonotum; supra- 
humeral buds sub-prominent tinged with reddish brown, this colouring 
extending to the apex and along the process, some of the tubercles 
on this area black; the division of the meso- and metanotum obscure; 
tegminal sheaths dark brown; legs green, tibiae with three interrupted 
dark brown bands. 


Abaomen with seven visible segments and anal tube, green covered 
with finely tuberculate pilosity, segments 1 to 5 darker almost olive 
green, lateral margins of segments 3 to 7 expanded in short pilose 
lamellae about the same size on each segment; anal tube pale green, `

Length 5.7 mm.; width at humeral angles 2.0 mm., at eyes 1.7 mm., 
across suprahumeral buds 0.9 mm., height to apex of pronotum 2.9 mm. 


Holotype 9, allotype &', 35 9 and 4 g paratypes from Rustenburg, 
Tvl., taken in.Nov., Dec. and March (A. L. Capener) over a period of 
ten years (1943-1953). Two of the specimens were taken at Hennops 
River, Pretoria District, in Dec., 1950 (A.L.C.). Seven nymphs are 
included in the type series. 


Host plant: Ximenia caffra Sond. (Kaffir Plum), from which all 
the specimens have been beaten, 


This species does not appear to occur in colonies, and I have 
never found more than half a dozen specimens on a bush at one time. 
The nymphs appear to be solitary, sitting at the base of leaf stems, 
in which position they are very inconspicuous. They have been found 
from November to March and it would seem that breeding takes place 
continuously throughout the summer. 


The males have not been found later than December, but as often 
seems to be the case with Membracidae, they are much less numerous 
than the females. 

Holotype and allotype in my collection, paratypes in the British 
Museum, Transvaal Museum, South African Museum and my 
collection. 

Anchon regalis sp.n. (Figs. 20, 21, 22) 

Nearest to A. poensis Pelaez (1935), but differing in the more 
divaricate, more backwardly curved suprahumeral horns, the thicker 
base and almost straight posterior process, and the very dark brown, 
unicolourous, sub-opaque tegmina, and its larger size. 

Entirely shining black with long widely spreading narrow supra- 
humeral horns, with a strong high posterior process and dark brown 
- sub-opaque tegmina. 

Female. Head wider than long; vertex subquadrate black, finely 
punctate, sculptured, shortly palely pilose, upper margin arcuate and a 
little sinuate, lower margins downwardly sloping and sinuate with 
lower extremities upturned; eyes large, prominent, brownish mottled 
‘with black; ocelli brownish-ochraceous, a little raised, slightly closer 
to the eyes than to each other and situated a little above the centro- 
ocular line; clypeus about as wide as long, deeply. sulcate on each 
side, tip rounded, rostrum extending as far as bases of posterior coxae; 
antenna with basal joint ochraceous, flagellum brown. 


Thorax. Pronotum shining black, granulate and deeply punctate, 
palely pilose with erect hairs; metopidium inclined forwards, slightly 
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convex, about as wide as high; suprahumeral horns a little longer 
than the width across the humeral angles, widely divaricate inclined 
slightly forwards and outwards and curving backwards, rather narrow 
and only slightly foliate towards the acute tips when viewed from 
above, strongly granulate, tricarinate; posterior process robustly rising 
high from posterior half of pronotum, roundedly elbowed in a strong 
anterior tooth then backwardly directed in an almost straight, down- 
wardly sloping acuminate tricarinate process which reaches the margin 
of the fourth apical cell of the tegmina, but a little distant from it; 
humeral angles prominent, blunt; tegmina very dark brown, uni- 
colourous, subopaque, wrinkled, shining, about three times as long as 
wide, base blackish, coriaceous and deeply punctate, pterostigma 
elongate, black and coriaceous with fine pale sparse pilosity, veins very 
dark brown without pilosity, five apical and two subapical cells, apical 
limbus wide; sides of thorax shortly pilose with pale golden hairs; 
legs dark brown, tarsi a little paler, posterior tibiae shortly spinose. 


Scutellum about as wide as long, dark brown, finely punctate, shortly 
palely pilose, tip acute and finely emarginate. 

Abdomen dark brown, posterior margins of tergites slightly paler. 

Length: Head to tips of tegmina 8.5 mm., from highest point of 
suprahumerals to tips of tegmina 11 mm.; width across tips of 


suprahumerals 8.5 mm., across humeral angles 3 mm., across eyes 
2.5 mm. 


Male as female but a little smaller. 


Length: Head to tips of tegmina 7 mm., from highest point of 
suprahumerals to tips of tegmina 8.5 mm.; width across tips of 
suprahumerals 7 mm., across humeral angles 2.5 mm., across eyes 
2.3 mm. f 

Holotype 2, allotype g, 1 g and 3 Ẹ paratypes; from Tanganyika 
Territory, three from Usambara, Nguelo (Rolle), 1903, and three from 
Matengo-Hochld. w.s.w. von Songea, 3-10th May, 1936 (Zerny). 
Holotype, allotype and 2 2 paratypes in collection Naturhist. Mus., 
Wien; one g, one $ paratype in my collection. 

Anchon regina sp.n. (Figs. 26, 27, 28) 

Nearest to A. nodicornis (Germar) (1835) but differing chiefly in 
the shape of the suprahumeral horns, which are shorter and gradually 
acuminate, lacking the foliaceous tips, in the absence of the strong 
anterior tooth of the posterior process, the absence of the dark brown 
apical margin of the tegmina and the dark brown colour of the 
pronotum. 

Female. Head twice as wide as long; vertex subquadrate, dark 
brown, more or less densely pilose with short adpressed golden hairs, 
finely punctate, a little sculptured, upper margin arcuate with a small 
bare callosity above each ocellus, lower margins downwardly sloping

and slightly sinuate; eyes. prominent, large, .ochraceous-brown; ocelli 
amber coloured, a little convexly raised, very slightly closer to the 
eyes than to each other and situated a little above the centro-ocular 
line; clypeus about as wide as long, extending below the lower margins 
of the vertex for about half its length, bare of pilosity along the lines 
of the lateral sutures, tip broadly rounded; rostrum about reaching to 
the base of the posterior coxae; antennae with flagellum brown and 
basal joint ochraceous. 


Thorax. Pronotum dark brown, finely punctate, shortly pilose with 
adpressed golden hairs; metopidium almost vertical, slightly. convex, 
wider than high with several bare supra-ocular callosities; supra- 
humeral horns broad at base and gradually acuminate to the tips 
without foliaceous expansions, although they appear to be slightly 
foliate from the frontal aspect, directed upwards and outwards and 
curving backwards towards the tips, almost as long as the distance 
between the extremities of the eyes, tricarinate with one anterior, one 
posterio-dorsal and one posterio-ventral carina; a white tomentose 
streak from the basal angles of the scutellum to the bases of the 
suprahumeral horns; posterior process robust at base which rises at 
right angles to this white streak, then deflexed at right angles in a 
straight acuminate tricarinate process which extends as far as the tip 
of the abdomen, extreme tip sharp, anterior tooth reduced to a very 
short rounded elbow; median carina percurrent; humeral angles 
prominent and blunt; tegmina brownish subhyaline, three times as long 
as wide, basally brownish coriaceous, punctate and sparsely shortly 
pilose with short pale hairs as is the elongate pterostigma, veins brown, 
five apical and two subapical cells, apical limbus broad; hind wings 
with three apical cells and broad limbus; sides of thorax dark brown 
and roughly granulate; legs simple, brown, posterior tarsi with basal 
joint twice as long as second joint. 


Scutellum a little wider than long, dark brown, deeply punctate, 
sparsely pilose with short adpressed golden hairs, basal angles whitely 
tomentose, tip acute and roundedly emarginate, usually a little upturned. 

Abdomen dark brown, very shortly palely pilose. 

Length (head to tips of tegmina) 6.7 to 7.2 mm.; width across tips 
of suprahumeral horns 4.0 to 4.75 mm., at humeral angles 2.7 to 2.8 
mm., at eyes 2.3 to 2.4 mm. 

Male usually with pronotum darker than in the female, almost 
black, posterior process paler and extending beyond the tip of the 
abdomen; tegmina and veins paler; sides of thorax whitely tomentose. 

Length 5.75 to 6.2 mm.; width across tips of suprahumeral horns 
3.75 to 4.4 mm., at humeral angles 2.4 to 2.5 mm., at eyes 2.1 to 2.2 mm. 

Host plant: Rubus Ludwigü E. & Z. 
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Holotype 9, allotype g, 10 @ and 5 g paratypes, Basutoland, 
Mamathes, 15th February, 1953, and 26th March, 1950 (C. Jacot-
